Wasuinaton, January 24—The. friends 
of Marshal Fiizsimors have claimed for 
several days that he had made peace with 
the department of justice, and that despite 
the charges contained in Special Agent 
Newcomb’s report he would not be removed, 
To-night they seem very confident of this, 
though it is certain that the fixal determi- 
nation has not been made atthe department. 
Some time ago President Hayes told Sena- 
ator Brown that Fitzsimons would certain 
ly be removed. His friends have worked 
vigorously for him and they say they have 
succeeded. It may be that Hayes 
has thought it best to = leave 
the matter to Mr. Garfield for 
settlement. This is deemed probable by 
several Georgia members. 

The statement that Senator Brown told 
Fitzsimons he had exe mined the report, ano 
after his explanation, concluded that the 
charges had been refuted is untrue. The 
senator went carefully over the whole re 
port and frankly told Fitzsimons that it 
contained some things which must be ex- 
plained. Without taking any active parts- 
cipation in the transactions referring to this 
case Senator Brown has’ expressed - a 
determination to see strict justice to 
all parties, and not to support a 
corrupt officer. Since he told 
Fitzsimons be must explain not a word has 
passed between them. The statement of his 
subsequent indorsement is a fiction. 

If the president bas really determined not 
to remove Fitzsimons, the publication of 
Newcomb's report would be interesting. | 
is asserted on the best authority that it con- 
tains matter which should beexplained.

A VIRGINIA CASE 


Up fer Solutian in the United States 
Supreme Court. ‘ 
WaSHINGTON, January 24—The following is a 
full report of the decision of the United states 
supreme court to-day, in the case of Hartman vs. 


Greenhow treasurer, etc.. brought here by a writ 
of error from the supreme court «f{ appeals. of 
Vi ginia.

stave with fer . uCe hereto, eX presses the opinion 


of this court ia substauce as foliows: The 
power of the state to impose « tax upon 
her own obligations is a subject upov 
which tnere has ben a diff-rence uf opiuivoa 
among jurists and statesmen, but whatever may 
be the wisest rule as to the taxaviiity of public se- 
c arities, ic is sett.ed .hat any tax levied on them 
cannot be wi hhel: from interest payable there 

on. This was the ju gmentin the case of Mar- 
ray vs. Charleston, 96 Uaited States 445, waere 
the court held that by legislation of cities 
its obligation to creditors was impaired, and 
‘howevex great its power of taxaiion, it 
must be exercised, being a political agency of 
state, in subordination to the inbibition of the 
federal co: stitution against legislation unpairing 
tne obligation o! a contract. This decision would 
be decisive inthe present case, but the preset 
case is still stronger for the creaitor, The perd 
iug act made the bonds issued under 
it payable to order or bearer 
and made the coupons p yable to bearer. 
Buuds and coupons therefore were so far distinct 
aud independent contracis, that they could be 
separated jrom each other and transferred w dif- 
ferent bands This cvuurt has repeatedly held 
that such coupons have all the essential attri 

butes of commercial paper; that they u«re 
separate claims against the state, and may 
be used to support separate and independen' 
actions. ibe coupons held. by Hariman, the p 2 
utiouer, Were distinct contracts, impowng thei 
own separate obligations upouw the state Hart- 
man was not owuer of the bords to which they 
bad been originally attacted. In his hands thy 
were free and disenarged from all liabiliues ou 
taese bonds, as though they had never been 
connected with them, and aruument 
is hardly necessary to pro e that 
an act which requires the holder of one con 
tract to pay taxes levied upon another coutract 
held by a stranger canuot be sustained Such 
an act is nota legitimate exercise ot axing power 
Ic undertakes t impose upon us burdens which 
should fall, ifatali, upon another. Thefundiog

A STRANGE STORY 


OF SUPERSTITION FROM VIRGINIA. 


A Hegre a to the Law for Protection 
from the I Art—An Accident on the 
Brie—The Orimes and Casualties of 
the Cvsuntry Obtonicled. 


Finxcastie, Va , January 24.—A remarke- 
ble case of negro superstition and belief in . 
witchcraft has jusf come to light here. ~ 
About two miles from this place lives a re- 
spectable colored man, Willis Wilson, with 
his “wife and several children. He antil 
now has led a happy wedded life, when he 
claims that Pleasant Walker, another 
negro, crossed his path and b- witched him, 
Wiison came in court today, and told a 
wonderful story after being sworn, and his 
statement was corroborated by many begro 
witnesses. The: matter came in court upon 
a warrant sworn out by Pleasant Wa)!ker, 
who alleged that Wilson and his son were 
hunting for bim with shotguns, and he ap- 
pealed to the law for protection. It was 
proved that Wilson had been looking for 
Waiker with a gun, and the court asked 
Wilson to explain his actions, whereupon 
he stated his grievance. 

He said tha: some months ago four per- 
sons came to his house and were kindly 
treated. One of them only, Sally Johnson, 
upon leaving shook hands with his ( Wil- 
son's) wife, and held her band longer than 
‘susual. The party left, and were scarcely 
ou! of sight before his wife's hand com- 
menced to itch and swell. By night the 
ailment had reached her shoulder. Home- 
made remedies were used without effect, 

nd by midnight it had reached her head, 

and she was nearly crazy with itching and 
barni insisting further that she bad a 
Bullet in her eye. Several of the leading 
white physicians were calied in, bat could 
do nothing for her nor tell what caused her 
sufferings. They affirm that she seemed to 
g iffer greatly. 

Her husband then brought Henry Hen- 
deraon, of Roanoke, a noted colored con 
jurer. Heat Once pronounced the woman 
conjured. Oa the occasion of his visit Hen- 
derson was asked to sit down, and at the 
time several of the four persons present at 


the commencement of the trouble were in 
the room, but he declined, sayiny, “‘There 
are now tco many devils around.” At this 
the unwelcome visitors fled and Dr, Her- 
derson knelt down ani prayed. He then 
mixed and applied certain medicines, where- 
upon from ber swellen arm and breast came 
lizards and ground puppies, the witness 
swearing that he saw them bimseif. From 
that time her recovery was rapid. 

The outraged husband said he had ascer- 
tained that Walker gave Sally Johnson the 
power to conjare his wife, and for this 
reason he had determined to kill Walker. 
The judge bound Wilson over to keep the 
peace, The negrves are greatly excited 
over the matter, and Walker is a social 
pariah among them, and they flee from him 
whenever he approaches, fearing that he 
will conjarethem. In fact, a number bave 
moved into the adjoining county to get 


from the rauge of his power.
